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MICHAEL A. POWILLS 
1906-1986 


Michael Powills stands amongthe memorable numismatic personalities from 
Chicago. As a dedicated scholar, he is best remembered for his enthusiastic 
discourses on his favorite subjects. He was never one to sit on the sidelines and 
watch. Instead, he subscribed to the theory of being an active participant in life. 

Powills started collecting coins as a boy. He formally became a part of the 
numismatic community in August, 1929 when he joined the Chicago Coin Club 
as member number 180. Serving as its secretary/treasurer in 1932,he maintained 
active membership for more than thirty years. As an outgoing person and an 
admirer of numismatic scholarship, Powills viewed the club meeting as a monthly 
event not to be missed. With gusto, he looked forward to the social hour, educa¬ 
tional programs and exhibits. He was a life member of the American Numismatic 
Association, attended 33 consecutive annual conventions, served as the 
chairman ofthe 1954 Papers Committee and received their 1955 Medal ofMerit. 
He was also a charter member of the Central States Numismatic Society. 

Born of Lithuanian immigrant parents in 1906, Powills was a strong believer in education and independent study. He 
attended Loyola University of Chicago, wrote/? ’s Legal Tender, a syndicated newspaper column during the 1950's and 
contributed the entire entry on numismatics in the 1946 edition of the Universal World Reference Encyclopedia. 

Powills loved being surrounded by fine and rare numismatic books. He was a book collector in the finest sense ofthe 
term. Acquiring books was a truly emotional experience for him, and he rarely sold one unless it was a duplicate. Powills 
was a prolific letter writer. His personal papers reveal a constant search for books that were new to his collection and 
volumes that were in better condition than those he already owned. In some instances, he would upgrade a particular 
volume several times before finally acquiring one in pristine condition. 

It’s difficult to give a date when Powills made the crossover from a coin collector to a numismatic bibliophile. His 
family would put it sometime in the 1940’s. They became concerned that the library floor would collapse from the sheer 
weight ofthe many books. With his family’s safety in mind, Powills called in a structural engineer who advised him which 
walls would support his huge and growing library. Custom built bookcases with glass doors lined the walls from floor to 
ceiling to protect his books from dust and moisture. Time would stand still as he spent countless hours, engulfed by his 
walls of books, researching coins from his collection. 

As time went on Powills became more and more devoted to preserving his books. A friend at the University of Chicago 
was commissioned to bind those books which were issued only in soft cover. In every instance, the original cover was 
preserved and most multi-volume works were uniformly bound in cloth. One such set included every issue ofthe American 
Numismatic Society’s American Journal of Numismatics, which internally has to be one of the finest sets ever seen. 
Sometimes he would have his books bound in leather. An example includes most ofthe early issues of Numismatic Notes 
and Monographs, which are beautifully bound in brown half morocco. He knew from personal experience that staples in 
pamphlets and auction catalogs would rust and ruin the paper. To prevent this from happening, he removed all binding 
staples from nearly every catalog in his library. 

The Powills library is of a stature and state of preservation rarely seen. It is testament to his meticulous and dauntless 
devotion to his books. 

The inventory ofthe library shows that he had a broad interest in international coinage. He found the coins ofthe Near 
and Far East particularly fascinating. He had most of the major works on Indian coinage, including the British Museum 
series, the Calcutta series and others. He also had acquired a large and unique manuscript on Oriental coins with 
thousands of hand-drawn and colored illustrations accompanied by detailed descriptions. In his collection were multi¬ 
volume early works on Chinese numismatics. These were written in Chinese and bound in traditional cloth with ivory 
hasps. For atime duringthe 1920‘s, Powills collected ancient coins,so it was only natural for him to acquire complete and 
matching sets of the British Museum catalogs on ancient Greek and Roman coins. His fascination with Eastern cultures 
went beyond numismatics as witnessed by his library’s excellent collection of books on Oriental history. 




Since his collecting specialty was unusual, Powills felt the need to be on the mailing lists of many auction firms from 
around the world. Comprehensive runs of many early and mid-twentieth century auction catalogs were a part of the library. 
Catalogs from The New Netherlands Coin Company, Barney Bluestone and Stacks - including their popular, yet scarce, 
first catalog - were received by him and carefully filed for easy reference. Among the numerous international catalogs 
were that of the famous Montagu collection of English coins and medals and Jacob Hirsch's catalog of the important 
Rhousopolous collection of ancient Greek coins. 

In the summer of 1959, the Powills’ home was burglarized. This event would repeat itself twice more. Although his 
beloved library was left untouched, the lion’s share of his coin collection was stolen and never recovered. It was an 
experience which left deep emotional wounds and until the very end, Powills would often convey indignance about his loss. 
Among the rare and scarce coins stolen were a series of French essai, pattern and trial pieces in single, double and triple 
thicknesses from the Count Ferrari collection; Japanese paper money ex-Ramsden; hundreds of international gold coins; a 
comprehensive series of Oriental coins, many trial, pattern and essai pieces; and numerous Mexican Revolutionary coins, 
many from the George Brown collection. 

After the robberies, Powills spent less and less time pursuing his numismatic interests. On occasion he would visit 
local shops and buy coins, especially if they appealed to his sense of the unusual, but he never attempted to rebuild his 
collection. 

Powills began to direct most of his energy to following international affairs. For the last twenty years, up until his death 
on February 22,1986, he ran a consulting firm which bore his name. He was a gregarious man who was always drawn to 
people from other cultures. It comes as no surprise that he would develop business relationships with a number of foreign 
consulates. In that a large part of his business dealings were with people from other countries, he enjoyed his many con¬ 
versations with them about their native lands and cultures. His name was on many of their guest lists, and he always looked 
forward to attending their parties and receptions. 

Sixty years of working experience, much of it in real estate and transportation, brought Powills into contact with the 
entire social spectrum. This was particularly evident when walking with him down Michigan Avenue. In one block alone, it 
would not be uncommon for him to stop and talk to six or more people, leading one to think of Chicago as a small town. 

Michael Powills was a man who had a passion for learning and for living. He was capable of instilling strength, 
confidence and courage. He was a man of the world who had never left the continent, but among his friends were people 
from all over the world. He was an inspiration as he steadfastly pursued life with a sense of discovery.

Major Jackson was a career officer in the Indian Army who began collecting coins in India in the late 1880's and continued doing so until his return to London in 1907 or 
1908. In 1908 and 1909 he purchased in London a number of coins from Clements, a few from Valentine. The great majority ofthe collection, however, was acquired in India. 
In 1892 a number of coins were acquired from Dr. Hultsch at Bangalore. In 1906-1907 a number of coins were acquired from the Calcutta Mint being treasure trove from 
various districts. Most of the coins were acquired during military travel in India and many ofthe descriptions of acquisitions are interesting and informative. Examples include: 
"Bangalore 1893. Found buried in an earthenware pot by the coolies when constructing the Hindapur Railway.' "Found buried in the Mysore State and given to me by the 
Mysore Govt. Museum in 1896." "Dod. Balapur Mysore 1892. Purchased by me from a shop-keeper in the village-all in one lot. As a copper coinage of this place has not 
hitherto been known, and as I have never seen any others in the Mysore State. I gave specimens to the British Museum and Dr. Hultsch." At the Tanjore Prince's sale in 1891 
at Tanjore. Although the descriptions are numbered 1 -1853. more coins arc actually described and illustrated since similar pieces are not always assigned separate numbers 
Most ofthe time. only one ex ample of each type is noted as being in the collection. Weight in grains is usually not given. Dates .where known. arc noted, as are mints. Metal and 
denomination are usually noted. Country or district is noted and. where applicable, the Prince is also noted, often with dates of reign and predecessors. Where and/or from 
whom the coins were procured is always mentioned. The obverse and reverse illustrations usually have an English translation ofthe inscription appended. References include 
all the works of the time and pertinent comments are often also made in this column. Jackson's library of "Indian and related Manuscripts & Books ' (including perhaps this 
volume) was sold in a 1928 Glendining sale. Unique. Numismatic manuscripts of this magnitude are rarely encountered.
